2. OWEN- YOUNG TRIP. MOST NEWS MEDIA CARRIED PRESIDENT'S 
ANNOUNCEMENT OF OWEN YOUNG TRIP BUT NOT PROMINENTLY. STORY 
HAD ALREADY BEEN REPORTED FROM LAGOS, LUSAKA AND LONDON. 

WASH POST (RANDAL) AUG. 23 SAID AMB. YOUNG SUGGESTED SUNDAY 
THAT "COMPROMISE SETTLEMENT MAY BE IN PROSPECT IN DISPUTE 
OVER RHODESIA'S GOVERNMENT." YOUNG QUOTED AS SAYING IAN 
SMITH "REALIZES MORE AND MORE THAT THE RHODESIAN WHITES

PUSHED FOR "TOTAL ECONOMIC BOYCOTT AND BAN ON NUCLEAR 
COOPERATION AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA DESPITE RELUCTANCE OF MAJOR 
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WESTERN NATIONS." REPRESENTATIVES OF US, UK, FRANCE AND WEST 
GERMANY, "ALL OF WHICH HAVE LARGE INVESTMENTS IN SOUTH

SAYS ARABS HOPE U.S. WOULD ABSTAIN RATHER THAN VETO ARAFAT 
RESOLUTION, AND SAYS ARABS "ARE ENCOURAGED BY FACT THAT 
U.S., WHICH HAS HELD PALESTINIAN GROUPS AT ARM’S LENGTH

FULLY TO TIME LAST WEEK. TO OUR KNOWLEDGE, OTHER MEDIA 
HAVE NOT USED TIME STORY. END COMMENT... MEANWHILE 
UPI AUG. 23 REPORTED FROM CAIRO THAT ARAFAT SAID PLO 
"ANXIOUS" TO HAVE DIRECT TALKS WITH U.S. BUT "NOT 
YET READY" TO ACCEPT RESOLUTION 242. STORY SAID ARAFAT

5. SOUTH AFRICA. USIS/JOHANNESBURG REPORTS

6. ZAMBIA. A.P. AUG. 23 REPORTED FROM LUSAKA THAT ZAMBIAN 
GOVERNMENT ISSUED SUMMOSES AGAINST 17 WESTERN OIL COMPANIES 
IT IS SUING FOR NEARLY $6.4 BILLION DAMAGES FOR ALLEGEDLY 
SUPPLYING RHODESIA WITH OIL IN DEFIANCE OF UN SANCTIONS 
AND TO DETRIMENT OF ZAMBIA. STORY SAYS SOME OBSERVERS 
INTERPRET ZAMBIAN AND RELATED ACTIONS AS "A CALL FOR A BAN 
BY THE PARENT OIL COMPANIES ON SUPPLIES TO THEIR SOUTH 
AFRICAN SUBSIDIARIES - IN EFFECT A CALL FOR AN OIL EMBARGO
